No. R 7-9/84-Y.S.I./l.Y,Y, :—With refcronLe to 
Para 3 of the Resolution of even number datetl lOln 
Octeber, 1985, of Ministry of Human Resource Do- 
velopn.cnt (Department of Youth /Affairs and 
Sports), regarding the adoption of National Youth 
Emblem, the Central Government hf.roby notifies 
the orders relating to the uso of bhdiorai Youth 
Emblem : 

1. NATIONAL YOUTH EMBLEM Od JNDlA- 
DESCRIPTION AND DESIGN 

(1) The National Youth Emblem of India is 
in black and white and has the profile of two onward 
looking young persons (male & female), within a 
circle- The profile of young female extends, at the 
back, to take the form of a dove carrying a leaf 

The figures in the Emblem symbolise the urge 
in our youth for excellence, strength of character, 
determination, a will to surpass and yet a desire to 
work in unison and with a spirit of co-opecalion. 
The dove depicts peace only through which deve¬ 
lopment d tpiCted by the twig hold in the beak of 
the dove, is possible. The circular design of the 
Emblom represents universality and wholeness of 
life. Th.? horizontal lines giv'c a sense of motwn 
to the young figures. 
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Note : The National Youth Emblem of India has 
been itferrtd to as ito ‘Youth Fmblvin’ in 
lie fcllo^fng paragraphs. 

(2) For the accuratt repredudion of the Yoaih 
Iirblcm, ere standard detign has been approved. 
Print of this design is at AppwiidixE For repro¬ 
duction in bigger size this design at Appendix should 

used. 

11. FSF OF THE YOUTH EMBLEM 

The use of the Youth Emblem would be restric- 
i^cd to the following : 

(i) All Ministries/Dcpartmeiits of Govemiucnt 
of India, State Oovemments and Union 
Territory Administrations, may adopt the 
Youth Emblem in their official correspon¬ 
dence appropriately depending upon the 
occasion and the circumstances. 

(ii) Official ?cal of the Youth EmbLm may be 
used by the Central and State Governments 
and Union Territorj'^ Administrations in 
places where it is considered to be ^ 
national importance. 

The Youth Emblem may be displayed th¬ 
rough banners, flags, badges pins, and pe¬ 
sters, during all youth activities undertaken 
by Central Government, State Governments, 
Union Territory Administrations, and Na¬ 
tional voluntary >outh organisations, rc- 
cogn'sed youth clubs and ruch other bodies 
as may be approved by the Oovormnent 
of India from time to time* 

<i\) The use of the Youth Emblem is permitted 
only on condition tnat it be faithfully re¬ 
produced preferably photo statically witnout 
cistortion from the original design as at 
Appendix. The size of the Youth Emblem 
may bo adapted as required. 


(V) The Youth Emblem may also be used in 
schools, colleges/universities during youth 
activities in the manner described at (iii) 
and (iv) above. 

(vi) The Youth Emblem cannot be used in any 
manner for personal or private use. It can¬ 
not bo displayed on vehicles or buildings, 
etc. except with prior approval of the 
Government of India. 

nr GENERAL MATTERS REGARDING 
YOUTH EMBLEM 

The Youth Emblem may not be used for any 
trade, business, calling or profession or in the title 
of any patent, or in any tiade mark or dedgn except 
in such cases and under such conditions may be 
prescribed by tlie CvUtral Government. 

2. The Youth En.bLm will remain the sole pro¬ 
perty of the Central Government who will be re*^- 
ponsible for regulating its use. 

3. Government may, ,it its discretu>n, disallow 
the use of the Youth EiUbUm by any agency if such 
uso is found to Ix’ < bj-ectionablc or against the na¬ 
tional interest. 

4. Central Government may rev\"\v. if necess¬ 
ary, the use of the Yoiiih Emblem, from lime to tim^.
